2014 Powell County Fair could get off to a ‘ Storybook ’ start

It is time once again. 

As September rolls into 
Powell County so does the 
Powell County Agricultural and 
School Fair. The event is always 
kicked off with the Miss Powell 
County Pageant. That will take 
place this Saturday night at the 
Powell County High School as 
17 lovely young ladies will go 
after the coveted crown. 

The fair itself will begin 
on Monday, Sept. 8 and run 
through next Saturday, Sept. 13 

The fair schedule looks to play 
out like this. On Monday the 
exhibit hall at the Powell County 
Lions Club Park will open up so 
exhibits can be entered from 10 
a.m. until 5 p.m. At 6 p.m. the 
carnival will open and at 6:30 
p.m. the Pet Show and judging 
the exhibits will start. 

At 7 p.m. the fun Coca-Cola 
Talent Contest will begin. It is a 
good chance to see a lot of really 
talented young people perform 
for some prize money and a 
chance to compete at next years 
state fair. Admission on Monday 
is free. 

On Tuesday the action is split. 
The exhibit hall will open for 
spectators at 5 p.m. and remain 
open until 9 p.m. The carnival 
will open up at 6 p.m. as it does 
every night. The Beef Cattle and 
Goat Show will start at 6:30 p.m. 
in the Show Ring. The Kiddie 
Car Races will begin at 7 p.m. 
as well. Admission is $5 per car¬ 
load. 

At the high school cafeteria on 
Tuesday the Declamations will 
be held. It is an event that is not 
much heralded, but has a lot of 
heart and soul, as well as talent, 
on display. 

Wednesday night is one of 
the top thee nights of the fair. 
The Baby Show will begin reg¬ 
istration at 5 p.m. and the con¬ 
tests begin at 6 p.m. There will 
also be a Costume Contest for 
the babies, as well as the ever 
fun Mom-Daughter and Father- 
Son Look-A-Like Contest. 
Admission to the fair will be $5 


per carload. 

Thursday is another big night. 
The annual Greasy Pig Contest, 
which is so popular it is aired on 
local radio, will begin at 8 p.m. 
But before that is held there will 
be the Youth Open Poultry and 
Rabbit Show at 6:30 p.m. The 
admission on Thursday is $5 per 
adult, $3 per student and chil¬ 
dren under 5 will be admitted 
for free. 

Friday is a big day of fair 
activities. The Parade will begin 
at 10 a.m. in Stanton The theme 
this year for the parade is “A 
Storybook Fair.” Floats, teams 
and even a few candidates will 
be on hand for the county’s big¬ 
gest parade of the year. 

The fair grounds, including 
the exhibit hall and the carnival, 
will open at 11 a.m. The exhibit 
hall will close at 1 p.m., and the 
carnival will close down at 3 
p.m. School will be out so many 
of the kids in the county will 
be there enjoying the fair and 
admission during the day is free. 

The exhibit hall will reopen 
from 2-5 p.m. so items can be 
removed. 

Meanwhile at the high school 
the Field Day Athletic Events 
will be held. It is a chance for 
all the grades to display their 
athletic prowess. That will begin 
at 11:45 a.m. 

The Truck and Tractor Pull 
will take center stage on Friday 
night at 7 p.m. and the carnival 
will be open again that evening. 
The admission will be $5 per 
adult, $3 per student and chil¬ 
dren under 5 will be free. 

The fair will close out on 
Saturday night with the ever 
popular, and sometimes very 
eventful, Demolition Derby. 
That will begin at 7 p.m. Once 
again admission will be $5 for 
adults, $3 for students and chil¬ 
dren under 5 will be free.

Weekend storms create a mess, 
high water takes out a bridge

If the weekends storm caused you to 
suffer from high water problems, lose 
electricity or even phone service - you 
were not alone. Many people in Powell 
County were affected by the storms and 
rainfall, even the local newspaper. 

Storms and heavy rain wreaked havoc 
on Powell County over the holiday week¬ 
end. There were reports of power outag¬ 
es, trees down and a bridge swept away by 
high water. 

The bulk of the bad weather hit on Sun¬ 
day as some reports stated that the area 


received as much as three and half inches 
of rain that afternoon and evening. That 
forced the National Weather Service in 
Jackson to issue a Flash Flood Warning 
for the county. Numerous streets and 
roads had some water standing on them as 
ditch lines filled quickly. The biggest con¬ 
cern came when reports of a bridge being 
swept away by high water came in. That 
bridge was located in the Jerrica Leigh 
Lane area north of Stanton. Neighbors 
reported water rising several feet quickly. 
Debris stretched out along the creek and 
obvious signs of high water as vegetation 
lying flat was left behind. 

The county will be working on taking 
care of the bridge, as residents of the area 


will use an alternate route until repairs 
can be done. 

More storms on Monday caused some 
trees to fall and power lines to come 
down. Sporadic power outages were re¬ 
ported throughout the area. Even the 
Clay City Times office was not spared. 
An apparent lightning strike took out the 
phone lines and even caused some electri¬ 
cal problems in the building. The phones 
are expected to be back up and running 
by late Wednesday. It is not clear when 
computers and electrical problems will be 
resolved. 

Other local businesses nearby, like 
Whitaker Bank-Clay City, also reported 
some telephone issues. 


School board approves annual tax increase

A special hearing and meet¬ 
ing about the tax rates the 
Powell County School District 
would impose for the coming 
year was held last Thursday 
Unlike last year when sever¬ 
al people showed up to argue 
against a tax increase, only one 
person showed up this year. 
After answering his questions, 
the board approved the tax in¬ 
crease. 

Real estate broker and 
Powell County Industrial 
Board Chairman John Brew¬ 
er showed up at the hearing, 
which was slotted for the first 
30 minutes of the meeting. 
Brewer asked the board why it 
was necessary to raise the rate 
four percent of the 1.4 percent 
compensatory rate, like the 
district does each year. 

“I was just curious. I know 
it takes money to run things, 
but with a grandchild in the 
schools now, I was wondering 
since we are having to supply 
items on a list like paper towels 
and such,” Brewer asked. 

Powell School Board secre¬ 
tary and treasurer Doris Mull¬ 
ins spoke up and said that each 
school is allocated money to 
use for supplies or whatever 
purpose they choose. Superin¬ 
tendent Mike Tate advised that 
the board has spoken to the 
schools about those lists. 

“We may have to revisit it 
again,” Tate said. 

Brewer asked why the board 
took the same amount each 
year. The shot answer was that 
if it is five percent or more the 
measure has to be voted on 
by the public. But under that 
amount, like four percent, the 
board can vote to accept that 
rate. Tate answered that as long 
as he was superintendent he 
would recommend taking the 
four percent._ 


“The money goes into the 
general fund and right back 
out to helping our students,” 
Tate said. “The governor this 
year mandated a one percent 
raise for employees and we had 
to come up with that, which is 
about $100,000 and next year 
he has mandated another two 
percent raise, which is about 
$200,000,” Tate said. “We had 
already moved to give a one 
percent raise, so now we are 
looking at about $400,000 to¬ 
tal over that time frame. Not 
that we don’t think they need a 
raise, we do believe they need 
it, but when the state does not 
help with that, it is up to us to 
do it. So by taking that rate 
each year we can keep above 
the three percent contingency 
level. If you fall below two per¬ 
cent the state comes in.” 

“I can remember when we 
never took the increase and 
the federal monies were flow¬ 
ing. But now that has stopped 
and the state mandates things 
we have to cover and provides 
no funding for it,” board mem¬ 
ber Diann Meadows added. 
“It is tough and I understand 
what your saying. But unfortu¬ 
nately we have to do it to keep 
funding the mandates the state 
will not fund.” 

Tate also advised that the 


SEEK money had already been 
cut about $100,000 by the 
state. “Due to a lower enroll¬ 
ment, they have cut that but 
we hope our second month re¬ 
port will show an increase and 
that money will be added to 
our SEEK monies,” Tate said. 
“The state approves the bud¬ 
get then comes back two or 
three months later and says no 
we have to cut back on that. It 
makes it difficult. But we want 
to make sure we can take care 
of our students.” 

Tate also spoke about drastic 
cuts in staff the district made 
about three years ago to try to 
help offset costs. But that other 
positions were created to help 
fill in some of those gaps and 
was done in a way to try to be 
as efficient as possible with the 
districts money. 

Tate also read off the taxes 
for other counties. The in¬ 
crease will take Powell to 39 
cents on both real and per¬ 
sonal property and the utili¬ 
ty tax goes to three percent. 
Clark County was at 55 cents 
last year and Estill was at 45.5, 
while Menifee stood at 43.8 
and Owsley, a county smaller 
than Powell, was at 45.3 cents. 

“We have a small tax base 
here, unlike a Clark, Mont¬ 
gomery or even Fayette, which 


is a different monster,” Tate 
said. “But in comparison to 
counties similar to our size, 
we are still lower than they are 
right now.” 

After the 30 minute time 
frame for the hearing was over, 
the board voted unanimously 
to accept the increase. 

The rest of the special meet¬ 
ing lasted just four more min¬ 
utes. 

The board approved fund¬ 
raisers for Clay City Elemen¬ 
tary as well as fundraisers for 
both Stanton and Bowen for 
student incentives and physi¬ 
cal education equipment. The 
board also approved allowing 
the Clay City Elementary to 
charge a $15 fee for the newly 
formed Cooking Club. 

“Clay City has been quite 
active and started a number of 
clubs this year,” Tate said. “The 
kids are getting more engaged 
in after school activities.” 

The board also approved a 
fundraiser for the PCHS Cross 
Country team. It is a 5K walk 
and run that will be held on 
Sept. 6. 

All of the items were ap¬ 
proved by a unanimous vote. 



Child abduction suspect 
caught on

Acting on a call for assis¬ 
tance, officers from the Powell 
County Sheriff’s Office, Clay 
City and Stanton Police De¬ 
partments were able to stop 
a woman on the Mountain 
Parkway who had allegedly 
abducted a child. 

The events began to unfold 
last Friday just before noon 
when Powell County Dispatch 
received information that a car 
may be traveling the Parkway 
from Hazard heading north¬ 
ward. 

The woman inside, 47 year 
old Maxine Poore, of Bonny- 
man, apparently had a men¬ 
tal health warrant on her and 
had allegedly tried to get some

handguns in the two or three 
days leading up to Friday. 

Dispatchers gave the infor¬ 
mation to officers. As Deputy/ 
SRO Mike Townsend was set¬ 
ting up at the crossover near 
Exit 22, a car that matched the 
description and license plate 
number passed. 

Townsend began to follow 
the vehicle and was joined by 
Clay City Police Chief James 
Kirk. The two officers made a 
felony traffic stop near Exit 18 
and found Poore behind the 
wheel. The little girl, a relative, 
was with her. 

Officers placed Poore into 
custody and a deputy from 
Perry County arrived to take 
Poore back to Hazard. 

The child was released, un¬ 
harmed, to a family member.

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Two questions prevail at SOAR meeting

HAZARD - Does surface mining harm the 
health of people in the East Kentucky Coal 
Field? And why haven’t more elected officials 
participated in this summer’s meetings to gath¬ 
er ideas to diversify and improve the economy 
of Appalachian Kentucky? 

Those were the two biggest questions raised 
Friday as 18 leaders of the Shaping Our Appala¬ 
chian Region initiative gathered in Hazard for a 
meeting of chairs of the SOAR working groups 
that have been holding “listening sessions” all 
over the region. 

While many if not most working groups are 
still compiling their lists of recommendations, 
Dr. Nikki Stone, chair of the health working 
group, finalized her group’s list with a tie for 
number one: coordinated school health and en¬ 
vironmental health. 

The topic of environmental health, particu¬ 
larly health effects from mountaintop removal 
and other large-scale surface mining, was a top 
concern of listening session participants, Stone 
said in an interview. 

“The main thing is that people are very cu¬ 
rious about what the truth is,” said Stone, a pe¬ 
diatric dentist in Hazard. “There’s apparently a 
growing body of research papers on the effects 
. . . Everybody is curious how big of an impact 
that specifically is having on people’s health,” 
including birth defects and cancer rates. 

Stone noted the research and reported 
her working group’s top priorities during a 
SOAR-related meeting in early August. The 
event was part of a tour by Dr. Thomas Frieden, 
director of the U.S. Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention, arranged by U.S. Rep. Hal Rog¬ 
ers, R-Somerset, who co-founded SOAR with 
Gov. Steve Beshear. 

A study published in the Journal of Environ¬ 
mental Research compared mountaintop-min¬ 
ing areas of Central Appalachia to non-mining 
areas and found a correlation of mining with 
birth defects. (See http://www.sciencedirect. 
com/science/article/pii/SOO 13935111001484.) 

Several studies have found other such cor¬ 
relations, but Stone said she and her working 
group want to know if there is causation - if 
mining in fact does affect public health. 

“I hope to see that we’ll get a definitive an¬ 
swer on the effects,” Stone said. “And maybe 
we’ll find a way to impact it.” 

At the Aug. 5 meeting, Frieden told Bill Estep 


of the Lexington Herald-Leader that definitive 
conclusions are often difficult in such studies, 
but “If invited in, we could certainly look at it.” 
Rogers told Estep, “We need to know if there’s 
anything to it, certainly.” 

Some of the Health Working Group’s other 
priorities, after coordinated school health and 
environmental health, are smoke-free initia¬ 
tives, substance abuse and community wellness 
initiatives. 

The eight working groups dealing with pol¬ 
icy issues need to prioritize a total of 10 to 15 
ideas for a “multi-year effort,” said Chuck Flu- 
harty, president and CEO of the Rural Policy 
Research Institute, which is staffing SOAR until 
it can find a permanent executive director. 

During the middle of the meeting, there was 
a discussion of what Fluharty called the “ele¬ 
phant in the room”- the relative lack of elected 
officials at most of the listening sessions. 

Several working-group chairs said their plans 
will require policy changes, and elected officials 
must be a part of the process in order for the 
changes to take place. Others cautioned that 
elected officials may not be so important. 

“Leadership comes at a whole bunch of dif¬ 
ferent levels and it seems from our region from 
time to time we expect too much from our 
elected officials,” said Jeff Whitehead, executive 
director of the Eastern Kentucky Concentrated 
Employment Program in Hazard. “I get a sense 
people are sitting around waiting for one per¬ 
son to make all the change.” 

Phil Osborne, a Lexington consultant and 
chair of the Tourism Working Group, said, “We 
don’t put too much emphasis on elected offi¬ 
cials to get us out of our mess,” suggesting that 
some officials contribute to the “mess.” 

Fluharty expressed the overall importance 
of having more resources behind communica¬ 
tions, to elected officials and people of the re¬ 
gion, as SOAR moves forward. 

At the same time, Fluharty charged the chairs 
to ensure that their reporting gives voice to the 
people of the region and not to their own opin¬ 
ions or those of Rogers and Beshear. 

“We would not have paddled up this stream 
without the leadership who have gotten us 
there,” Fluharty said. “We have to protect them 
to sustain the paddle.”

hand-walk and hand-file them. That could be a 
very great help to people who have limited mo¬ 
bility, lack transportation, or would otherwise 
find it difficult to proceed under the current 
system. E-filing is fairly new across the country 
for everyone and, while some courts, including 
Kentucky, are implementing systems that al¬ 
low attorneys to e-file, very few have extended 
that to people who represent themselves. How 
to provide that e-filing effort to ordinary citi¬ 
zens will be a topic at the 12 September meet¬ 
ing of the KAJC. If you have any thoughts on 
that issue - whether problems or suggestions -1 
would love to hear those thoughts before the 
meeting.

Encouraging word: Things of value can be lost 



On August 12, 1955, I finished my work at Emory 
University and prepared to move back to Kentucky. 
A few days later, Kathryn and I went to see the house 
in Science Hill, Kentucky where we would live. We 
wanted to see if any work needed to be done before we 
moved. 

After going through the house, I went to a room 
upstairs. When I got to the top of the steps, I saw 
an unsightly pile of trash with a neatly written note 
prominently placed upon it. That note, written by the 
former occupant and addressed to the future occupant, 
said that the trash had been left for a purpose. If the 
any item of value was found, it could be saved, otherwise the trash should 
be placed in the garbage. 

When we moved into the house, one of my first responsibilities was to 
dispose of that pile of trash. However, I did look through it, and I found

two items that I thought had some value. Both were books, one of which 
was A COMPLETE DICTIONARY OF SYNONYMS AND ANTONYMS 
compiled by Samuel Fallows and published in 1886.1 saved that old dictio¬ 
nary, and I have used it regularly for 59 years. The other book is a facsim¬ 
ile edition of Thomas Jefferson’s Bible published in limited edition by the 
Fifty-seventh Congress of the United States. I have kept Jefferson’s Bible 
because I think it has some value. 

Every time I think about those two old books rescued from a pile of trash, 
I think of the old adage: “One man’s trash is another man’s treasure.” Now, 
value is defined as “that quality of a thing according to which it is thought 
of as being more or less desirable, useful, estimable, important.” Now, a 
“thing” can be “thought of” differently by different persons. 

Value judgments are often made. Without knowledge and understand¬ 
ing, it is possible that things—both possessions and ideals—-of true value 
are thrown away as worthless trash.

Making a plan together 
will ensure that everyone knows 
what to do during the disaster. Preparing a di¬ 
saster kit will help make sure you have all the 
supplies you and your family may need. 

Have you ever thought that you did not need 
to worry about disasters because you live in 
Kentucky? In truth, some sort of disaster has 
hit almost every county in Kentucky. As fam¬ 
ilies travel to different places, each place may 
have different hazards. It is important to be 
prepared for these hazards too. Knowing what 
you and your family need to do before, during 
and after a situation is critical. Part of being 
informed includes knowing what to do to be 
disaster prepared. 

A disaster can occur at any time. Members of 
your family may or may not be together. When 
developing a plan for you and your loved ones, 
consider the following: 

If you are at home: 

Where is a safe place for all in the household? 

Make sure your disaster kit is in a safe place, 
so you do not have to look for it. 

If you have to leave the house, where will all 
the family members meet? 

If you are away from home: 

Where is a safe place to go? 

How will all the family members contact one 
another? It is recommended that you use tex-

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ting so the phone lines will be 
available for emergency workers. 

If you are not all together, how 
will you get back together? Who 
will pick up children, seniors or 
handicapped family members? 
What if the roads are blocked? 

You will also want to select a 
family member outside your area 
who you can contact. Let your 
out-of-area contact know you 
and your family are OK, or if you 
have needs, what they are. That 
person should let others in the 
family know as needed. 

A large part of being prepared 
also being able to have needed supplies 
should an emergency strike. 

First aid kit 
Extra batteries 

Matches in a waterproof container 
Water (a gallon per person, per day) 

Radio (battery powered or hand cranked) 
Flashlights 

Sleeping bags or blankets for each family 
member 
Local maps 
Can opener 
Nonperishable food 

Important documents such as copies of IDs, 
insurance policies, medical prescriptions and 
bank account information. Store in a water 
proof container. 

A full list of items needed can be found at: 
www.fema.gov the kit should include items 
to last each person three days. Don’t forget to 
consider pets too. You may want to start by 
gathering a few items at a time so that the cost 
is spread out over several weeks or months. Do 
not forget to put the kit in your safe place. You 
may also want to consider having a smaller kit 
for your car. 

By being prepared, you are doing your best 
to stay safe.

Skin Cancer Tips: 

Just because school has started does not 
mean you can let your guard down 


During a typical school day, 
it’s not unusual for children to 
receive a significant amount of 
sun exposure. That’s unfortu¬ 
nate, because sustaining five 
or more sunburns in youth in¬ 
creases lifetime melanoma risk 
by 80 percent. The sun’s ultra¬ 
violet (UV) rays are also asso¬ 
ciated with 86 percent of mel¬ 
anomas and about 90 percent 
of nonmelanoma skin cancers. 

“The time to learn and start 
practicing sun protection is in 
youth, when safety behaviors 
can be established for a life¬ 
time,” said Perry Robins, MD, 
President of The Skin Cancer 
Foundation. “Parents need to 
teach children about proper 
sun protection habits, the best 
method of skin cancer preven¬ 
tion.” 

The Skin Cancer Founda¬ 
tion offers the following rec¬ 
ommendations for keeping 
children sun-safe during the 
school year. 

UV rays are most intense 
from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m., and 
this is when students are usu¬ 
ally outside for recess, phys 


ed class and after-school pro¬ 
grams. Check with the school 
to see if there are adequate 
places for students to seek 
shade during outdoor activi¬ 
ties. Shade can be provided by 
gazebos and roof structures, 
awnings, shade sails, and nat¬ 
ural shade, such as thickly 
leaved trees. 

Clothing is the single most 
effective form of sun protec¬ 
tion for the body, so send kids 
to school in densely woven 
and bright- or dark-colored 
fabrics, which offer the best 
defense. The more skin you 
cover, the better, so choose 
long sleeves and long pants 
whenever possible. 

Send children to school 
with a wide-brimmed hat and 
UV-blocking sunglasses, to 
protect their face, neck and 
eyes. If they won’t wear a wide- 
brimmed hat, a baseball cap is 
better than nothing. 

Parents should apply a sun¬ 
screen with an SPF 15 or high¬ 
er to their children’s skin every 
morning, at least 30 minutes 
before they go outside. Sun¬ 


screen should be reapplied 
every two hours outdoors and 
right after swimming or sweat¬ 
ing heavily. 

Older children should learn 
to apply sunscreen themselves, 
and make it a routine habit. 
For extended time outdoors, 
a sunscreen with an SPF 30 or 
higher should be used instead. 

One ounce of sunscreen 
(about the size of a golf ball) 
should be applied to the en¬ 
tire body. Remind children to 
cover those easy to miss spots, 
such as the back of ears and 
neck, as well as the tops of the 
feet and hands. 

Many schools don’t allow 
students to use sunscreen or 
wear a hat outdoors during 
the school day without written 
permission from a physician. 
The Skin Cancer Foundation 
has created a sun protection 
form that parents and doctors 
can sign, allowing students to 
bring these items to school, 
apply and use as needed. The 
form is available at www.skin- 
cancer.org/ schoolnote.
